We would suggest that each tank should 
be connected with an apparatus by means 
ol which acidulated water, and water im- 
pregnated with carbonate of lime dust, 
held in mechanical suspension, could be 
injected, by means of a force pump or 
other contrivance. This would instantly 
generate carbonic' acid gas, which would 
rise to the top of the oil and extinguish 
the fire. The practical application of such 
an apparatus could readily be effected,by 
any ordinary mechanic.
